completely isolate the hall in which the 
ludges met in Becret session. 

Tbt public was admitted to the court 
at 9: SO a. m. The first witness called 
after the public session began was 
Captain Lebrun-Renault of the Repub- 
lican guard, who reiterated ills testi- 
mony given before the court of cassa- 
tion, repeatini; tlt« temi of the alleged 
eonfesBion of Dreyfus: "I ana Innocent, 
[n three years they will recognise my 
iDDocence. The minister knows it. If 
I delivered documents to Germany it 
Will to haYe more importaat oaee lo 
return." 

The witness' explanation that be did 
Dot refer to the confession 0( Dreyfus 
during hia interview with President 
OMi>B*^'P<>rier be^aase be overbeard 
a eosveraation dvrlas the course of 
wbicb be was called "traitor," "ca- 
tfallle" and "cur." It ciune as a sur- 
priae, for he did qot mention this in his 
■Tldenee before the court of cassation, 
as M. Laborl, leading counsel tor tb« 
defense, pointed out. 

M. Laborl also laid stress on the fact 
that Captain L>ebru9-Renault should 
bare kept his aotelHiok in wbieh be 
asserts be made a note of bla conver- 
Batlon with Dreyfus for four years and 
have destroyed it on the very morrow 
the matter was brought up in debate 
In the chamber of deputies. The cap- 
taiii'e reply, that he looked upon (be 
eopy made by M. Cavaignac, tbep min- 
ister of war, as being sufflclrat waa 
considered rather lame. 

Sreyfua, replying to the witness, be- 
giln My calmly declaring Lebrun-Re- 
nault's statement that a certain Cap- 
tain Dattel was present during his con- 
versation with Captain Lebrun-Re- 
nault was inaccurate. 

The witness, however, maintained 
that Captain Dattei was pi'esent, 
whereupon Dreyfus said that if he was 
present he, the prisoner, did not speak 
to bin. 

Dreyfus then raised bis voice excit- 
edly and accompanying his words with 
short, emphatic gestures, and quiver- 
ing with emotion, protected that Cap- 
tain Renault should have repeated to 
hte chiefs his utterance which began 
with a protestation of innocence witb- 
Ott asking him to explain his word*. 
Dreyfui ladlgnant. 

"TtuM* are manoeiivers," cried the 
priyf^l "which must fill all honest 
mea wMh IndlgBatlou." Dreyfus spoke 
tyi last words through his teeth and 
was evidently laboring under greatest 
excltenMot and indignation. The au- 
dience broke into "bravos" which the 
gendarmes immediately suppreued. 

Captain Antoine followed and repeat- 
ed wl^i^t Pftptain DatlBl h^ gald, con- 
flraing the confession. Dreyfus re- 
lated tnat he had not spoken to Cap- 
tain Dattel. On being recalled. Captain 
Lelmin-^enault said this was true, bMt

^. Laborl here pointed out that Cap- 
U^9<^^ ^''^ spoken to his chiefs

attention, arose and admitted that this 
was correct. 

Colonel Jouaust tpid Dreyfue that he 
hid not explained why he mentioned 
the term of three years, to which 
Dreyfus replied: "I did not give three 
yeara as the term. I only . -(Id that I 
hoped that |p t)»e course of three or 
four years my Innocence wotild be rec- 
ognized and I wish to state, my colonel, 
that, as my letters to General Gonse 
ihow, my words did not have the sense 
eT)( W^Wi* iMiv* sought to give then." 

M. Labor! then bad Oeneral Oonee 
called to the bar and asked him if he 
bad not used the alleged confession of 
Dreyfus in cpposlng Colonel Picquart's 
arguBMnte in favor of a revision. Oen- 
eral Oonse replied that he had not 
whereupon M. Laborl a.'?kpd that the 
letters exchanged between General 
Oonse and Colonel PloQuart should be 



read. The clerk of the court began 
reading a letter beginning "My Dear 
PlcQuart" when 0«ieral Oonse inter- 
rupted 6lm and asked that Colonel 
Picquart's previous letter be ^ead first, 
but as the latter was not available for 
the moment, the reading of all the 
letteri waa jpi tponed.

Arrival of Jlminez.

Graves aelzed the gun and 
shot and killed. one of the unknown 
men and mortally wounded Melcher. 
Graves is in custody. 

Insnrgentt Driven Bark. 

Manilla, Aug. 31.— Di;-;patches from 
Cebu announce that the Amerkau 
troops under Colonel Bayless, with two 
field pieces, sallied on Monday into the 
bills against a band of natives who 
lecently ambushed four of our soUiitrd 
and who have been generally trouble- 
some. The American force found the 
natives entrenched and drove tbem 
from their trenches, further Into the 
hills. There were no casualties on the 
American side, though there were 
some heat prostrations. The natives' 
loss is not known. '

Mul y Claims For an Increase Rejected 
by the Depart luent. 

Wishington, Aug. 31.— The annual 
report of Hon. H. Clay Evans, commis- 
sioner of pensions, shows that during 
the year there were added to the pen- 
sion roll 40,229 names and 43,186 were 
dropped, 84,346 of these by reason of 
death. There was expended for pen- 
I'ons $138,355,082. 

The annual value of the pension roll 
amounts to 8161,617,9<1, being $649,496 
more than it 'ever was, du« to the 
higher average annual Talue of pen- 
elone. The roll is made up of 756,451 
surviving soldiers, 237.415 wldow.^ and 
dependent relatives and 653 nurses. 
The total number of applications filed 
during the year Including those on ac- 
count of war with Spain was 48.765. 

The number of original claims al- 
lowed was 37,077. During the year 
107,919 claims of all classes were re- 
jected, a large percentage of these be- 
ing claimed for increase. 

The report will state that the delay 
in the adjudication of claims is in 
nearly etery case the fault of the 
elafmante or their attor^eya. 

Tn order that the recent complex 
system of pensioning may be simplified 
and tt) secure a more uniform practice 
In the future, tbe appointment of a 
commission on tbe revision of the laws, 
rules and regulations Is recommended 

Proposed Trading Company. 
San Franeieco, Aug. 81.— Tbe project 

of certain monied men to orpanlze a 
^ynited States and China trading com- 
pany to control tbe trade of China has 
excited much comment among tbe com- 
mercial people of tbie city some of 
whom give the scheme, formulated by 
Ho Oyow, the Chinese c6nsul general, 
their unquallfled approval. A move 
baa been made to organise tbe com- 
pany which, tt ii understood, is lib- 
erally bestowed by the Chinese govern- 
ment. In b.lef tbe position is that if 
the company is formed here with 
$5,000,000 capital it can secure from 
the Chlneee government about every 
trading contract and commercial con- 
cession that it sees fit to ask for. 

^ pAns of Robbers. 

Vancouver, B. C, Aug. 31.— Ifall ad- 
vices by tbe steamer says robbers in 
tbe Sachicu mountains have become 
more formidable and their numbers 
have greatly increased. It ii reported 
that at every meal there are over 300 
tables,. each accommodating 10 robbers. 
One hundred cooks are employed. 
They go to diSerent markets to buy 
food which Is reasonably paid for. 
They are not to commit robberies on 
ordinary people, but to blackmail 
shops, junks and well-to-do families. 
Some shops, being unable to pay the 
heavy blackmail, £ave been closed and 
many junks conveying native products 
from different places to Canton for 
sale have also been forced to discon- 
tinue traffic.

REPOliT TO LAW CONFERENCE 



Deep Gratlflcatlon of the Action of 

the liugui' Cunventlun Kur 
Malutaluiug Peace Is Kx- 

hy 



Buffalo, Aug. 3L— Tbe International 
arbitration oommlttee reported to the 
internatloaal law ooaference aa fol- 
lows: 

The conference accepts tbe report 
adopted by the executive council oa 
July 18, 1899, of the special committee 
appointed at the Ix)ndon conference of 
1893, which has, in accordance with the* 
direction of tbe Brussels conference in 
1895. presented a echene for the for- 
mation of a eburt of international ar- 
bitration. The conference cordially 
thanks the committee for the care witli 
which it has completed tbe work and 
directs that the scheme be printed In 
the proceedings of tbe conference and 
commends it to public notice as the as- 
sociation's contribution to the further 
elucidation of the question. 

1. This conference expresses its deep 
gratlflcatlon at tbe -adoption by The 
Hague peace conference of a scheme 
of international arbitration which car- 
ries out tbe main objects of the asso- 
ciation as expreesed in tbe resolutions 
from the time of He opening conference 
at Brussels in 1873. The conferences 
recognizes aa especialy valuable the 
following leading features of th« 
echeme, viz.: 

1. the nomlpatloB of a body of men 
of recognized competence in questions 
of International law and enjoying pub- 
lic esteem, who will be ready to «ct 
as arbitrators. 

. tr> The selection by tbe partlee to 

any international dispute from among 
tbe members of the above named body 
of arbitrators and an umpire tO fortft 
an arbitration tribunal. 

8. The creation of a 'permanent ad- 
ministrative council, composed of the 
diplomatic representatives at tue court 
of The HaKUP, with the Netherlanda 
minister of foreign affairs as its prea- 
Ident. 

4. The establishment under the di- 
rection of the above named council of 
permanent bureau, who.se services will 
be at the disposal of all arbitral tribu- 
nals. 

The conference, therefore, urges the 
their Influence In their respective 
countries: (a) to procure the early 
ratification of Tbe Hague convention 
relative to the settlement of interna- 
tional differences; (b) to promote 
treaties between two or more states 
agreeing to submit their differences to 
arbitration under tbe provisions of the 
convention. . 

5. The conference decides that a 
special committee be appointed to ex- 
amine in detail the provi.sions of The 
Hague convention and to prepare a 
report thereon for the next conference. 

Officers of the Ir'ernatlonal law con- 
ference were elected as follows: Sir 
Richard K. Webster, attorney general 
for England, president; Senator C. A. 
Mandersoa of Nebraska, honorary 
president; Sir William Ranl^ln Ken- 
nedy, president of the Eighteenth con- 
ference; W. C. Endicott, judge of the 
supreme court of Massachusetts; Ban- 
croft Davis and Carl Schun, vice pre»- 
Identa for tbe United States; Right 
Hon, Sir John Lubbock, London, treae- 
urer; Joseph G. Alexander and Georgp- 
C. Pbillmore, both of London, secre* 
taries. Hon. Sir William Kennedy dfr 
livered his inaugural address. HO' 
spoke of the necessity for an adjust- 
ment of International maritime Insur- 
ance, the question of foreign JudC> 
meats and the ««estlon of immunltrof 
private property In time of war.
